THERE'S A HEART ON THE SUN 
50,000 TO 70,000 MILES WIDE 


Big Spot, Should Be of Consola- 
* tion to Spooners. 


The sentimentally inclined may 
find an omen of importance in the 
statement Wednesday of the Rev. 
Father Martin Brennan, priest-astron- 
omer, that there is a heart-shaped 
spot on the sun. 

It is an unusually large spot, béing 
estimated by Father Brennan at from 
50,000 to 70,000 miles in width and is 
surrounded by 14 smaller spots, four 
of which are of goodly size. 

The cluster is about midway be- 
tween the rim of the sun and its 
center. Father Brennan was unable 
to discern it with smoked glasses, 
but got a good view through a tele- 
scope. Sun spots are due to unusual 
activity in the sun. Molten matter 
is thrown out as from a volcano, and 
falls back somewhat cooled and dark 
by comparison with the rest of the 
brilllant surface. 

The largest sun spot on record was 
visible Aug. ,13, 1883. It was esti- 
mated to be 186,000 miles in dia- 
meter.

Detectives are investigating the

BELIEVES SOCIALISTS CONTROL 
PEACE OF THE WHOLE WORLD 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Victor Berg- 
er, Socialist boss of Milwaukee, made 
some statements at the Hotel Man- 
hattan yesterday afternoon relative 
to the possibility of the Socialist 
party controlling the péace of the 
world by instituting an international 
strike in time of war. Mr. Berger 
sailed on the President Lincoln this 
morning for Copenhagen .to attend the 
International Socialist Congress which 
is to be held there from Aug. 28 to 
Sept. 4.

“The Socialist party is the greatest 
force in the world for international 
peace,” Mr. Berger declared, “for in 
case of war between two countries 
the members of the party.in those 
countries could strike and refuse to! 

For example, 
take Germany and France. In those 
countries the party numbers 2,500,000 
members, This includes hundreds of 
thousands of soldiers, but, most im- 
portant, it contains the workers on 
the railroads and all the allied trades. 
Tn case of war these people would 
strike. How much of a modern war 
could there be without the railroads. 

“About five years ago there was a 
possibility of war between France and 
Germany over the Moroccan question. 
High officials of the Socialist party 
said there would be no war. I am 
not at liberty to say how we knew 


this, but there was no war and the 
Sccialist party was responsible for 
the maintenance of peace.’

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Ag the 
figures stand in the books of the 
Treasury Department, the Aldrich- 
Payne tariff law in the first year of 
operation produced $3,116,208 less of 
customs than were put into the Treas- 
ury. by the Dingley bill during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1907. 

In 1890 Congress increased duties 
on a large number of articles for the 
avowed purpose of reducing the rev- 
enue from imports and thereby de- 
creasing the surplus, which was then 
a menace to the country because it 
tuck too much money from the chan- 
nels of commerce and put it into the 
Treasury, where it did no one any 
good. McKinley, chief framer of the 
bill, accomplished the end he sought. 

If the McKinley assumption that in- 
creased duties would decrease the 
revenue from imports and the Mc- 
Kinley accomplishment in that direc- 
tion afford a standard for guidance, 
then ‘the Aldrich-Payne revision was 
upwerd and not downward, is the 
conclusion reached by thousands in 
Washington who have been figuring 
on the data issued by. the Treasury 
yesterday purporting to tell about the 
operations of the new tariff during 
the first year of its operation. 

Revenues Grow Less. 

The inference that the public apparent- 
ly was intended to draw from the state- 
ment was that the new tariff law is 
producing a larger amount of money 
from customs than its predecessor did in 
1907, the year being the previous high 
record. But during the fiscal year 1907 
the customs receipts exclusively were 
$332,233,000, while under the Payne-Ald- 
rich law the receipts were but $329,117,- 
208, for the last year. The higher duties 


a result like that from the enactment 
of avowédly upward revision made in 
the McKinley tariff law of two decades 
ago. The receipts fell when the rates 
went up. 

According to the statement put out by 
the Treasury $12,000,000 should either be 
subtracted from the receipts of 1910 or 
added to those of 1907. That sum is the 
amount, the Treasury estimated, was 
added to the Government’s income from 
customs dues owing to the reduction of 
frauds at the New York custom house 
by Collector Loeb. 

While the Treasury statement an- 
nounced that the ordinary receipts for 
the first full year of the new tariff taw 
were greater by $15,000,000 than-the or- 
dinary receipts during the fiscal year 
1907 this included the $12,000,000 saved by 
Loeb and the $27,000,934 derived from the 
corporation tax.

With one exception, St. Louis is ex- 


“ riencing cooler weather this Au- 


“rust than any year in a quarter of a 
century. The one exception was 
World's Fair year. 

The mean temperature for the first 
nine days of this August is 74. Since 
1284, only one August, that of 1904, 
which equaled the record, has as low 
a mean. 

_ There have been only six years in 
‘the last 87 when the mean tempera- 
ture for the first nine days of Au- 
gust was 74 or bélow. They are 1875, 
72; 1880, 73; 1888, 71; 1884, 72; 1904, 
74, ahd 1910, 74. 

This August has been different 
from the other coo! Augusts from the 
fact that there has been an unpre- 
cedented rainfall fcr the period. This 
year there has been 1.18 inches of 

while none of the other coo! 
periods in August had to  ex- 
ceed .48 of an Inch. 

/ Last year August was a very dis- 
agreeable month, the mean tempera- 
ture for the first nine days being 81. 

St. Louis has a record of having 
‘summer resort nights during August, 
however. The average reduction in 

the mean temperatures from July is 
2 degrees for the day and 3 degrees 
for the night. July is the hottest 
month in St. Louis with a mean of 
7®.

Consul Conducts Himself as 
Does Any Man About Town. 
ONSUL is twelve years old. He 
was four when his trainer, Alfert 
Drotwisky, took him in charge in 
his native jungles. They say three and 
a half hours are required for the per- 
formance of his entire repertoire of ac- 
complishments. The least of this is his 
ordering and despatching a dinner with 
several glasses of wine, up to and in- 
clusive of the cigarettes. 

This he does with all the dexterity and 
punctiliousness of a thorough man of 
the world. Allow for his handicap of 
breeding and where will you find such 
precocity in the average boy of 12?

NOMINATED BY DALEY 


Declares His Election as 
Chairman Was a Sur- 
prise to Him. 





Herman W. Fay, newly elected chair- 
man of the Democratic City Committee, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednes- 
day that he was in favor of a new deal 
in the Democratic politics of St. Louis.

Nominated by Daly.

(‘Lawler’) Daley, who has not been 
allied with the reform element of the

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LAW AND MAN HUNTING. 

The way the case of Joseph A. Wendling has 
been handled in St. Louis has elements of novelty. 
Charged with murder in Louisville and controlled 
by Louisville police authority, he was held in 
St. Louis for the “third degree.” This means 
that in St. Louis he was held unlawfully a pris- 
oner in a State which cannot be lawfully charged 
with the expense of his conviction. The purpose 
of holding him was to extort a confession by 
means which cannot be lawfully used in Ken- 
tucky and are wholly repugnant to the laws of 
Missouri. \ 

After this exchange of “police courtesies’ be- 
tween Louisville and St. Louis, it is said that 
the man who has been subjected to such “socio- 
logical tests” before he is allowed the benefit of 
law for his own defense, is a criminal degen- 
erate. 

If this is granted, it is all the more a reason 
for remembering that the State of Missouri is 
eminently “sportsmanlike” in the spirit of its 
law, when it begins to use all its own forces of 
law with the intention of taking a human life. 
When the State of Missouri begins hunting down 
a criminal degenerate with the intention of kill- 
ing him, it binds itself by law to give him every 
fair chance for his life that even the most dan- 
- gerous animal on earth gets from a hunter who 

wishes to keep his own self-respect. When those 
who are charged with executing the laws of Mis- 
souri havé no self-respect and no respect for law 
they show it by treating those in their power 
witb less fairness than a sportsman shows to dan- 
gerous brites. As huhters of men they them- 
selves show the instinct of criminal degeneracy 
which makes no distinction between fairness and 
unfairness. They seek the death of other men 
in ways which give the hunted no chance for life.

The attempt upon the life of Mayor Gaynor is 
another startling reminder of the dangers of 
courageous public service. It came about through 
no excitement of faction, nor as a result.of any 
secret conspiracy. The act of an individual of 
little consequence, as human units are estimated, 
it nevertheless directs attention very sharply to 
rapidly changing conditions and to tendencies in. 
political thought that are full of peril. Seemingly 
no other man was safer yesterday morning in this 
community than the honored Mayor of New York. 
Actuallf, he was sneakingly pursued to the ship on 


‘| which he was to sail for a European holiday and 


shot down as might have been the victim of a 
vendetta, In profound sorrow for the deed and 
its possibilities, and in sympathy for the suffering 
magistrate and his family, but one voice can ex- 
press the feelings of this people. 

Elected by a party, Mayor Gaynor had become 
in seven months distinctively the people’s magis- 
trate. By his fidelity, by his simplicity, by his 
shaping of means to ends, by his directness of pur- 
pose and by his zealous devotion to duty, he had 
almost disarmed honest criticism. He found ex- 
isting laws sufficient for his needs. -From them 
he drew his authority, but it was he who fur- 
nished the initiative and the energy. Exercising 
no doubtful power, he vitalized the mayoralty, 
corrected abuses, inaugurated sweeping reforms 
and economies and gavé an unmistakable impulse 
for good to every municipal agency. In him were 
centered many hopes of patriotic citizenship in a 
sphere much wider than that of his office. In his 
ripening career good men saw much that was 
promising for city, state and country. Following 
the shock which a deed Mke that of yesterday 
everywhere produces, must be the solemn real- 
ization that the loss of such a man by means 80 
foul and wanton could be regarded only. as a na- 
tional calamity. 

There is admonition in this crime, as there has 
been in others, for those whose criticism of men 
in public life transcends the bounds of truth and 
justice. It. is inevitable that someone must suffer 
from retrenchment. If the privileged few have 
profited under unfair policies at the expense of 
the many, it is morally certain that the many, led 
by men like Mayor Gaynor, cannot regain their 
rights without depriving others of places and pelf 
that do rot belong to them. To misrepresent this 
necessary process and to make it a démagogic 
pretext for class hatred, as if it were a contest 
between power and poverty, is to encourage a 
spirit that defies laws and shames humanity. 

Governments republican in form are not insti- 
tuted among men to provide them with bread and 
butter, with work and wages, with wealth and 
princely estates, but to protect them justly. in 
their lawful industry and enterprise. To the 
growth of the flerce and false idea that govern- 
ments, especially those of rich municipalities, are 
bound to care for the idle and dissolute, is no 
doubt due in part the tragic event of yesterday. 
As truly as any soldier, Mayor Gaynor has fallen 
in the line of duty. , 

An awful crime with a trifling excuse by a ré- 
jected and vengeful grafter—will it serve long as 
a warning against the mistaken ideas which we 
have too carelessly, perhaps too fondly, pursued? 
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The failure of the Howe-Kreismann insurgent 
organization to secure control of the Republican 
City Committee and the general satisfaction over 
the failure should make it doubly clear to the 
controlling faction that their one safe course is 
to stand against the aggressions of privilege and 
work ceaselessly for the welfare of the people. 
The St. Louis public is justified in its attitude 
of skepticism toward politicians, political parties 
and their promises. One single act, declarative in 
a mild way, of hostility to franchise grabbers, 
will not be enough to win the confidence of an 
electorate whose trust has been so often abused. 
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million ought not to ignore this problem. The 
Million Population Club, the Civic League and 
similar bodies devoted to the city’s growth and 
improvement might well supplement the good 
work of the State Labor Bureau, the Young Men’s 
and Young Women’s Christian associations and the 
various charitable organizations by making ac- 
tive efforts to place every willing worker. This 
‘would be a splendid advertisement for the city. 


It would pay. 
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Recent events in St. Louis call attention again 
forcibly to the fact that fines should be imposed 
on culprits as a punishment and not that they 
may be suspended at the request of a person with 
a pull.

“The law favors the defendant in many re- 
spects,” said the jurist, “and jurors ought to be 
advised of the fact.

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Gans Is Counted Out After Long 


Struggle With the Grim Reaper 


“Old Master’ Succumbs to 
Tuberculosis at His Home 
in Baltimore, Md.

OE GANS, the “Old Master” they 
J called him, no longer is among the 
living. In a brown stone house in 
Baltimora, purchased with his earnings 
in the prize ring, lies all that is earthly 
of the once invincible lightweight. From 
a body that was rugged enough to with- 
stand the most persisicnt attacks of the 
best men in his class, from a frame, 
withered, weakened and exhausted, life 
bas fled. Gans fell a victim to the 
dreadful malady, tuberculosis. 

The end came after one of the greatest 
battles ever waged by “wan for his life. 
Joe tried to fight off the disease like he 
fought his foemen in the ring, game to 
the last. But in this instance he was up 
against the Master that as yet knows no 
conqueror. It was his last battle, and 
the struggle was a losing one. 

Gans was stricken with the disease 
shortly after his last contest with Nel- 
son. At first he thought it was but a 
heavy cold and neglected it. Gradually 
he grew worse, but was not aware of 
his true condition until a few months 
ago, when he was ordered to go West in 
search of a better climate in an effort te 
repair his health. 

Nelson Advises Him, 

IS old foe, Nelson, advised him te 
go to Prescott, Ariz., to try and 
effect @ cure, or at least pro- 

long his life. This advice the former 
lightweight followed, but he hadn't 
been in the Western state very long 
when he began to grow speedily worse. 
His once splendid physique had wasted 
to a mere shadow of its former seif and 
his every step was more of the totter 
of an invalid than that of a rugged 
boxer who had held the lightweight 
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he hed lived all his life,

HE death of Joe Gans removes one 

T of the foremost figures that ever

For nearly 16 years the negre boy was 
the best drawing card in the 133-pound 
class, and for six of those 16 years he 
ruled supreme in the division. He 
fought all as they came until, well on 
in years, he fell a victim to the then 
comparatively youthful Battling Nelson, 
July 4, 1908, and on Sept. 9, in the same 
year. 

Gans won the title from Frank Erne 
of Buffalo at Fort Erie May 12, 1902 
when he defeated the conqueror of La- 
vigne in-a punoh. Prior te that time 
he had been knocking on the door to 
the championship for 10 years, but, like 
all men of his color, he practically had 
to defeat every man in the division 
twice before given @ chance at the title. 

Dating from the time he wrested the 
crown from Erne, Gans biased his way 
to a string of triumphs fn the ring and 
to popularity In the sporting world, de- 
spite his color. It was often remarked 
that had Gans been & white man his 
popularity with all classes would have 

sed that of James J. Corbett 
when the actor-fighter was at the ze- 
nith of his career. 
Makes Many Friends, 

BE had a way of making friends 
without forcing himself upon 
them. He gave his hand to every- 

body, snubbed nobody and all who 
wanted could be his friends.

ELSON then had for a manager

of the whole business. But with Gans 
it was different. He wanted to meet 
the meteoric Hegewisch lad and he 
knew the public demanded the meeting. 
By his sportsmaniike conduct in that 
one fight Gans made more friends than 
he- ever had made before, while Nel- 
gon’s methods in dealing with the ne 
gro were the cause of considerable pub- 
lic criticism. 

The story of how Gans was forced 
to give Nelson $22,500 of the $33,500 purse 
is still fresh in the minds of the follow- 
ers of boxing. Also the memory of 
how Gans was made to weigh in at 
ringside with his trunks and shoes on 
and still do the legitimate lightweight 
figure of 188 pounds or lose his forfeit 
money.
